A Sim ple M atter if Proper A ttention 
Im G iven to D etails. 
The making of the unlined shirt 
waist or blouse is a very simple mat­ 
ter if proper attention is given to the 
little details. It is most important that 
the pattern be laid on according to the 
thread of the material, especially iii 
wash fabrics. 
Shirt waists are usual­ 
ly unlined, although those of silk and 
flannel are sometimes made with a 
lining. 
If the shirt waist closes in the front, 
the right edge Is generally finished by 
a box plait stitched on each edge. But­ 
tonholes are corked through the cen­ 
ter of this plait and buttons sewed to 
the left side, which is hemmed or fin­ 
ished by a lap. French seams are used, 
aud the gathers are put in at the waist 
line according to the perforations in 
the pattern. 
The belt and peplum that 
Is now used to finish the lower edge 
do away with any unnecessary full­ 
ness below' the w’aist aud give a trim- 
appearanee and smooth fit over the 
hips. 
The making of the sleeves Is usually 
considered by the amateur as the most 
difficult part of the waist. 
First the 
sleeve lining must be accurately cut 
aud basted, care being taken that the 
corresponding notches come together, 
and then tried on to see that the elbow 
is in the right position. 
After the 
seams are stitched and pressed they 
should be bound with the seam bind­ 
ing. 
An Interlining of crinoline about 
two inches wide should be placed in 
the low'er edge. 
In sewing the sleeve 
in the armhole hold the waist so that 
the sleeve Is toward you and bind with 
a bias strip of the lining.—Philadelphia

'P ursuant to resolution passed at 
the May session, 1905, I herewith sub­ 
mit a detailed statem ent of the year­ 
ly expense of the county for court 
expenses, salaries, fees and mileage, ] their assessm ent 
and ner diem of the county board: 


as nearly as possible, the total amount 
of their assessm ent will equal the val­ 
uation as is usually fixed by the coun­ 
ty board. As I am of the opinion that 
had the assessors Su» assessed 
their 
districts instead of ignoring the judg­ 
ment of the county board as to the 
valuation of assessm ent districts, as 
shown from year to year, then the 
call for reassessm ent and appeal to 
the state tax commission would have 
been avoided. 
The district attorney 
by my request, made a few rem arks 
at this m eeting; he also spoke along 
this same line, showing the advantage 
and necessity of assessing all property 
at as near full value as possible and 
that the full am ount shown on the 
different assessm ent rolls, rather than 
have a large per cent added to the 
valuation of their district by the coun­ 
ty board, and that by so doing it 
would in no way increase their pro­ 
portion of the tax. 
I must say, gentlemen, in present­ 
ing this my second annual report as 
Supervisor of Assessment 
for 
the 
county of La Crosse, I am very much 
pleased after the contention had in 
this county over the determ ination of 
the relative value of taxable property 
in the several assessm ent districts of 
La Crosse county, made by the coun­ 
ty board for the year 1905, 'th at my 
report, as well as the judgment<of the 
county board, was sustained by the 
state tax commission. 
Not that I 
feel in any way exalted over the m at­ 
ter, but it does me good to know that 
his efforts, and the efforts o f 'th e 
county board, have not been in vain: 
arid I feel it my duty to try m ore 
than ever to be fair and im p a rtial and 
make every effort possible to study 
and consider the valuation of every 
assessment d strict in the county to 
bring about a just equalization. 
I believe now that the office of Su­ 
pervisor of Assessments has come to 
stay, and that it bas a tendency to 
cause assessors to be more particular 
in their work and to include all kinds 
of property at some where near its 
true value; and the county board will 
rely on said office more and more 
for information that they may derive 
at a m ore just and equitable assess­ 
ment for the county. 
As to ray work it has been very 
much along the same lines as here­ 
tofore. 
Each assessor was furnished 
again tin 
year with a copy of file 
sales in his district. 
I also prepared 
tables showing the assessed value of 
all real estate, and of personal* pro 
perty in each assessm ent district f o r 
1905, and the value as fixed by the 
county board, and also showing the 
percentage of increase. 
There are some of the assessors 
who are still deposed to adhere to 
the system of years ago; and keep 
a certain per cent 
bunder true value, believing that by so 


>i Bangor and Greenfield, which are 
slightly lower, in the total assessm ent 
of all property. 
The- total assessed value pf real 
est ie and personal property shows 
an increase of $748,174 over 1905, an 
increase of $321,362 in the city of La 
Crosse and $426,812 :n the country 
district . 
My estimate of true value 
on all property shows an increase of 
$558,901 1 r the whole county over 
I9°5. 
Special form “D," hereto attached 
and made part hereof, shows the num ­ 
ber of real estate transfers in each 
district and the market value as per 
deeds, and the assessed value of the 
same parcels of land for Hie year 1906, 
also the ratio of assessed value to 
m arket, value; and the total assessee 
value of real estate in each assessment 
district and the selling 
or 
market 
value of such real estate as calculated 
from the ratio of assessed value to 


m arket value above m entioned. 
^Tables*from 1 to J inclusive, show 
the value of per&onal property 
as 
fixed by the assessor and also show- 
the value deemed by mc to be the 
true value. 
Table No. 8 shows the 
num ber of acres, also the 
assessed 
value for 1906 and the true valuation 
which I have placed upon the same. 
Table No. q shows the complete as­ 
sessm ent by the assessors and the 
true value as fixed by mc. 
I will say that in arriving at a basis 
of true value on real estate, that I 
personally inspected a 
great 
m any 
pieces of property iii each of the as­ 
sessm ent districts, -but confined my­ 
self m ostly to sales; as I believe the 
m arket or selling price, where the 
sales are made under norm al condi­ 
tions, that is, ordinary private sales, 
represents the true value of real es­ 
tate. 
I have been very careful in 
selecting sales, using only such sales 
as I have found upon investigation 
gave the true consideration, and tried 
as far as possible to eliminate 
all 
fictitious 
considerations. 
In 
doing 
this I went over my list of sales with 
the assessor, town clerk or chairman 
in each assessm ent district and struck 


from my list all such sales 
about 
which there was any question w hat­ 
ever. 
My list this year covers sales 
made during the five years ending 
about June, 1906, although m ost of 
the sales are for the last three years. 
You will notice again this year in 
my report, that the selling or m arket 
price as carried out by me in sp ''";al 
form “IV* does not in all cases agree 
with the true value as is shown in 
tables 8 and 9. 
The changes made 
from 
m arket 
value on real estate as figured on the 
ratio of sales, makes a reduction in 
the city of La Crosse of $876,862, and 
in the country and village districts of 


$112,375. 
I would also state, as you will no­ 
tice by my report in table No. 9, that 
it shows a gain in total true value 
over the total assessed value for the 
year 1906 of $1,688,387. 
As to the personal property I wish 
to report that I have made such in­ 
vestigations as would enable me to 
determ ine as near as possible the true 
value of that class of property, and I 
found the assessm ent in m ost cases 
found the assessm ent in m ost of the 
assesm ent districts on personal pro­ 


perty very satisfactory. 
I have endeavored to be fair and 
im partial and have made every effort 
that my Time w ould allow to study 
and carefully consider the value of 
every assessm ent district in the coun­ 
ty, to justly equalize the 
different 
districts, and this my annual report is, 
:n my judgm ent, as near correct as 
I am able to make it, based upon close 
investigation and the best and mosi 
reliable inform ation that I have been 
able to obtain. 
Any statistics of inform ation that 
I m ay have that will be of assistance 
to the county board will be furnished 
on your request. 
In conclusion I wish to say that I 
appreciate very highly the assistance 
received from m em bers of the count) 
board and the harm ony which 
ex­ 
isted between the assessors and m y­ 
self throughout the county, and the 
kind arid courteous treatm ent I re­ 
ceived in my work.

Dead Ivory.

Clim atic and oth­ 
er Influences cause the color of the 
Ivory to vary from pure w hite to dark 
brown. The latter, however, Is only a 
surface discoloration that can be re­ 
moved by scraping. Climate, however, 
affects tile substance to a very’ great 
degree, rendering some hard aud brit­ 
tle and In other cases Increasing the 
liability to crack and split. 
Some of 
the ivory that arrives from the north­ 
ern part of central A frica is exposed 
to the sun throughout Its long Journey 
on camels across the desert and has to 
be bound up in rawhide to protect it 
and prevent it from splitting. 
Trifling 
as a defect In the surface may appear 
to the uninitiated, It may reveal to the 
export the presence of disease within 
or may enormously reduce the value of 
the tusk by rendering It unsuitable for 
some particular class of work.
